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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Matloch  Urban  District  Council, 

Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  present  herewith  my  Annual  Report  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  number  of  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  in  19^0  was  small. 
Scarlet  Fever  accounted,  for  the  largest  number  and  Measles  came  second, 
but  only  with  14  cases.  In  both  the  above  the  attack  was  mild  and 
recovery  was  uneventful.  The  highest  incidence,  as  usual,  was  in  the 
age  group  5,  a  time  of  stress  when  the  child  commences  school  and 
needs  help  to  adapt  itself  to  new  surroundings  and  fresh  experiences 
away  from  home. 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  but,  a  number  of  children  still 
remain  who  have  not  been  immunised  and,  it  is  through. them  that  further 
outbreaks  may  occur.  i 

No  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  notified.  A  fourth  injection  12 
months  after  the  third  is  recommended  and,  so  far,  enough  vaccine  is 
available  to  provide  immunisation  for  children  under  twelve.  Here 
again  it  is  amongst  the  unva.ccinated  that  fresh  outbreaks  are  liable 
to  occur. 

NEO-NATAL  MORTALITY 

(Deaths  under~ four  v^/eeks  per  1000  total  live  births  and  early  Neo-Natal 
deaths  Tunder  on.'^  v/cek). 

In  efforts  'co  investigate  the  causes  of  death  at -such  an  early 
age  particulars  are  requested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health,  In  all  there 
were  six  in  the  District  and  in  at  least  three  there  di/as  evidence  of 
congenital  defect;  the  object  of  research  is  to  find  out  the  cause 
of  these  defects,  * 

CAUSES  OF  DEATH  IN  ALL  AGE 'GROUPS 

Cancer  in  various  forms  accounted  for  32  deaths, ■  In  diseases  of 
the'  blood  vessels  generally,  32  people  died  from  ’ strikes  %  There  is 
an  increase  in  deaths  from  coronary  disease  which  unf ortuhately  often 
takes  it's  toll  in  the  early  fifties  or  even  in  the  forties,  in  fact 
no  age. is  completely  exempt.  Accidental  deaths  were  three  and  road 
deaths* two.  Road  design,  by  changes  in  the  old,  and  adequate 
safeguards  in  the  new,  would  do  much  to  reduce  accidents,  the  cost 
would  be  more  than  offset  by  the  reduction  in  the  charges  to  the 
hospital  service,  v^/hiph  at, present  averages  a  quarter  of  a  million 
seriously  injured  annually.  Motor  vehicles  should  be  designed  to  a 
standard  made  to  conform  to  safety  rather  than  speed. 

Pedestrians,  cyclists,  and  motor  cyclists  are  very  liable  to 
serious  injuries.  Children,  particularly  the  young,  and  old  people 
form  the  majority  of  casualties  amongst  walkers.  In  cyclists  the 
cause  is  often  due  to  getting  into  a  wobble  and  then  falling  in  the 
path  of  an  onepming  vehicle.  Many  motor  cyclists  seek  their  own 
doom  by  cutting  in  betvi/een  vehicles  vyhich  are  approaching  one  another, 
in  overtaking  they  misjudge  the  distance  and  are  left  with  insufficient 
clearance.  Collisions  in  cars  are  at  road  junctions  and  in  careless 
overtaking.  The  occupants  at  impact  mjay  be  thro'V'-n  in  several 
directions,  safety  harness  it  is  considered  would  do  much: to  minimise 
the  degree  of  injury. 

HOUSING  ’  , 

As  we  know  the  aim  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  is  to  encourage 
the  building  of  new  houses  and,  wherever  possible  the  raising  of 
substandard  property  to  modorn  requirements.  Large  Authorities  have 
big  problems  but  how  much  more  so  a  small  Authority  where  financial 
resources  are  very  limited.  Much  time,  and  even  patience,  is  required 
to  study  this  problem,  and  in  thanking  the  Health  Committee  for  their 
help  and  cooperation  in  all  spheres  during  the  year  I  would  like 
particularly  to  draw  attention  to  their  forbearance  ih  regard  to 
housing.  Housing  of  good  standards  is  necessary  to  encourage  good 
health.  In  as  much  as  the  factory  worker  is  entitled' to  be  provided 
with  good  standards  for  work,  so  should  the  housewife.be  provided  with 
up  to  date  facilities,  plentiful  supply  of  hot  water, ; adequate  room 
for  cooking  and  provision  of  adequate  food  storage.  Work  after  school 
hours  is  often  necessary,  many  houses  lack  :suffieient’ accommodation 
to  allow  children  to  study  without  interruption.  '  i  ‘

Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  again  my  duty  to  present  for  your  consideration  my  1 6th 
Annual  Report  on  the  v;ork  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Department 
during  1  96O. 

As  mentioned  in  the  preamble  to  my  Report  last  year  the  new 
Slaughterhouse  Act  and  Regulations  came  into  being  and  it  is  pleasing 
to  report  that  amicable  discussions  v;ere  held  and  agreements  reached 
with  Butchers  having  Slaughterhouses,  a  Report  prepared  and  submitted 
to  the  Ministry  and  an  Appointed  Day,  viz.,  1st  January  1962,  fixed 
as  the  day  upon  which  all  slaughtering  premises  must  conform  to  the 
Regulations.  However  more  on  this  in  the  appropriate  part  of  this 
Report, 

Re-housing  has  been  slow  again  this  year  owing  to  lack  of  houses 
for  replacement  of  unfit  properties,  a  further  33  houses  have  had^ 
Orders  placed  upon  them  for  either  Closing  or  Demolition.  Demolition 
itself,  however,  is  very  slow.  A  building  programme  of  142  houses 
has  now  been  commenced,  so  that  dpring  1 961  and  1  962  substantial 
strides  forward  should  be  made  in  the  re-housing  from  unfit  properties, 

61  houses  have  been  improved  by  means  of  Standard  or  Discretionary 
Grants,  but  still,  unfortunately,  the  majority  of  these  are  for  owner/ 
occupied  houses,  owners  are  still  very  reluctant  to  improve  tenanted 
houses  which  really  destroys  the  very  essence  of  the  Act  providing  for 
these  Grants. 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  i960  came  into 
being  during  this  year  causing  considerable  inspections  to  be  made. 

Site  Licenses  v\/ith  conditions  have  now  been  made  and  these  it  is  hoped 
will  greatly  improve  which  in  the  majority  are  existing  sites. 

Finally,  with  pleasure,  I  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Public  Health  Committee  and  the  Council  for  their  helpand  cooperation, 

I  wish  also  to  thank  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  Officials 
of  other  Departments  for  their  help,  and  last  but  ipost  sincerely  my 
appreciation  to  the  staff  of  this  Department,  both  inside  and  outside, 
for  their  continued  efforts  to  make  this  very  important  health  service 
work  so  smoothly  and  as  well  as  I  honestly  feel  it  has  done.

Disposal  of  the  whole  of  the  Districts  house  and  trade  refuse  is 
carried  out  on  the  Dimple  Controlled  Tip  site,  we  are  now  using  the 
second  and  third  sections.  During  the  year  the  Council  have  acquired 
a  further  section  adjoining  the  existing  tip  of  about  1  0,000  sq.  ^  ^rds , 
which  should  give  an  additional  8  years  or  so  of  lif©  to  this  site. 

The  first  section  is  roughly  levelled  and  still  sinking  slightly, 
leaving  room  for  the  great  amount  of  contractors  spoil  we  have  received 

this  year.  ^  , 

During  the  year  in  addition  to  some  7,000  tons  of  house  refuse  we  have 
disposed  of  1,794  loads  of  contractors  rubbish  etc,  all  this  giving 
a  most  useful  service  and  preventing  the  eyesore  of  multiple  dumps 
of  rubbish  in  various  parts  of  the  district.  Without  the  Internationa 
Bulldozer  purchased  this  year  we  could  not  have  coped  with  these 
quantities  without  substantial  increases  in  workmen  employed  on  the  tip.

A  comparison  of  these  results  showed  that  the  purification  and 
chlorination  processes  were  satisfactory,  but  in  view  of  the  coliform 
content  of  the  outlet  water  it  v/as  thought  advisable  to  increase  the 
dose  of  chlorine  slightly,  this  was  done  and  all  subsequent  samples 
were  satisfactory. 

HOUSING 


No  building  has  been  done  to  replace  demolition  properties,  but  a 
building  programme  of  142  houses  has  now  been  commenced. 

Demolition  work  is  proceeding  but  very  slowly  it  being  most  difficult 
to  get  owners  to  proceed  owing  to  the  dearth  of  Demolition  Contractors 
in  this  district,  a  further  reason  probably  being  the  smallness  of 
our  sites  discourage  outside  contractors  coming  in.
